Complaints arose in last 
week's paper about alleged 
noise from model airplanes, 
but those were refuted this 
week in a phone call from a 
member of the airplane club. 

George Lautercr, of 35167 
N. Sheridan Rd., Ingleside, 
defended his Skylark Club, 
denying claims that 
members put up a grand- 
stand and sunk a well at the 
flying site, located in the 
Wauconda Twp; 

Lauterer, a 15-ycar 
member of the club, said 
that the group has installed a 
pump at an existing well on 
the site. 

By county law, the club 
cannot put up a building or a 
grandstand, he noted, but 
added that members do have 
a pit area where the planes 
are started. 

He also said that the 



county requires the club to 
fly a certain distance from 
residential areas and forbids 
them from overflying 
neighborhoods. 

Plane arc also required to 
have mufflers, he said, and if 
"the plane doesn't qualify, 
we won't let it fly." 

Lautercr said that the 
county amended its code to 
allow the planes to be flown 
in farmers' fields. 
' At the site in question, the 
club rents four acres for $500 
a year. 

He noted that the site is 
well over three-and-a-half 
blocks away from the 
complaintant's home. 

"A motorcycle makes 
more noise than the planes 
do," he contended. 

Still, vandalism has hit the 
flying site, he said, noting 
that a transmitter board 
used to put radios on was 
smashed. Also, wind socks 
were torn down, chairs 
broken and obscene words 



printed on the back of a "no 
pedestrian beyond this 
point" sign, according to 
Lautercr. 

Asked why the club picked 
that site, he said that the 
area grew attractive when a 
man was seen flying a model 
airplane from the field. The 
club checked it out and found 
that it would be a good spot, 
he said. 

He added that the club has 
also put up a snow fence with 
flags on it to designate the 
site. 

Lautercr voiced regret at 
the complaint, saying that 
the club even tries to help 
youngsters learn the model 
airplane hobby. "We try to 
do something constructive," 
he said.

Continue Trials Of 3 
Charged In Stabbings

The trials of Larry Brown, Daniel Fisher, 
and Alexander O'Connell, all of Twin Lakes, 
on charges of aggravated assault and armed 
violence, have been continued in McHenry 
County court to Aug. 10. 

The three have been charged with the stab- 
bing and beating of Robert Baker of Lake 
Villa and Randy Knackstedt of Antioch, In 
the early morning hours of Jan. 8, on John- 
sburg Rd. in Spring Grove.

Kelly's former number one man then poin- 
ts out that Kelly was an excellent swimmer 
who had many, many friends who would help 
him in anything if he asked, adding that this" 
could include his oldest son who captained a 
fishing boat in Ft. Lauderdale. He also points 
out that Kelly had numberous bank accounts 
that only HE knew about. 

While commenting that Kelly had a 
reputation for flaunting his wealth for 
younger women, he also talks about Kelly's 
well-known love for the islands off of the 
Florida coast. 

Leistner has his own idea of what hap- 
pened on the day that the Kelly empire ex- 
ploded. "First Woody knew what he was 
doing and he made sure he had his 
medication to take where he was going." 

"He took out the boat alone, took his 
sunglasses off like everyone does when they 
plan on going swimming and swam ashore 
leaving the boat going in a circular motion so 
it wouldn't be harmed. He was picked up on 
shore and driven to the airport," says Leist- 
ner. 



Leistner suggests that Kelly flew to Fort 
Lauderdale, Fla., and then headed for the 
island of Bimini by boa t( remember what 
Leistner said his oldest son's job was) . "I'm 
willing to bet that he is still, in the islands off 
of the coast of Florida," he conjectures. 

Leistner also asks if investigating 
authorities ever searched Kelly's home or 
through his personal effects. 

"I bet they didn't," he quips. 

Lake County States* Atty. Fred Foreman 
said that Kelly's home was searched about 
two weeks into the investigation and records 
and other information were removed and 
later turned over to the FBI when they took 
the investigation over. 

After describing the ambiance that was in- 
volved in working for Kelly, Antioch investor 
and Salem resident, he concludes with, "I 
was (am) an investor and his friend." 

Authorities also think Kelly is still alive, 
there have been hundreds of "sightings" of 
Kelly, the latest somewhere in Brazil, South 
America, but to date nothing concrete is 
known or been revealed about the actual 
whereabouts of Wooody Scoville Kelly.

Tax Collision Course 



Illinois is on a collision course between 
spending and revenue income. Politicians, as 
is Gov. James Thompson, are prone to view 
the solution in terms of a tax increase. 
Business leaders and other observers sen- 
sitive to the negative impact on the economy 
of tax increases are urging the governor and 
legislators to slow down state spending. 

Special interest groups have been making 
strong cases for more spending to solve both 
social and economic problems. Singularly, 
the courses are hard to brush away. 
Cumulatively, the needs add up to 
economically crippling sums. 

Two University of Illinois economics 
professors have produced a study on the 
state's fiscal problems that is being cir- 
culated by the Illinois State Chamber of 
Commerce. Dr. Fred Giertz and Dr. David 
Chicoine concluded that the current fiscal 
problem is of the state's own making. Their 
findings underscore the fact that spending 
has increased faster than revenues in recent 
years. 

While revenues have increased about one 
percent a year in real terms, appropriations 
have grown 8.4 percent in 1984, 4.2 percent in 
1985, 6.6 percent in 1986 and 1.7 percent in 
1987. 

Other major conclusions in the report: 

-Revenues the last several years have 
more than kept pace with inflation. However, 
spending has increased at an even more 
rapid rate. The state has reached a point 
where it must make a decision between con- 
tinued real increases in spending 
necessitating a permanent increase in taxes, 



or stable taxes with reductions in the growth 
of spending. 

-Illinois is still a moderate tax state; 
however, state and local capacity to tax has 
declined in recent years compared to other 
states. Illinois is no longer a state'with a sub- 
stantial amount of untapped state and local 
tax capacity. 

-Current funding for highways appears to 
be adequate to maintain the current highway 
system, with some new construction. Capital 
spending from the Road Fund has been 
above comparable states for 10 years. 

-Revenues of $4,120 per pupil for education 
in Illinois places our state fourth among in- 
dustrialized states and third among the 
Great Lakes states. 

-Taxing services used by business causes 
random double taxation, resulting in a poor 
competitive position for Illinois products and 
higher prices for consumers. 

-Illinois teacher salaries, a major portion 
of education spending, are competitive with 
other states. Illinois ranks fifth among the in- 
dustrial states and third with our Great 
Lakes neighboring states. 

-Tax increases, to the extent that they do 
not contribute to programs that enhance the 
competitiveness of our economy, can retard 
growth and development. 

The choice is at hand. Either drastic tax in- 
creases are required to cover proposed spen- 
ding or spending can be slowed to allow 
revenue growth to provide for increases 
without tax hikes. In our viewpoint, the latter 
is much preferred to the former.

User Fee System Sound 



When funds are tight, as seems to be the 
case with most Lakeland school districts, 
financing is a never-ending balancing act 
between what is essential in the educational 
offering and what is not essential-or less 
essential. 

We were taken with the problem of of- 
ficials in two separate school districts, 
walking the tight rope of stretching hard 
pressed budgets, who came face to face with 
the reality that parents have vastly different 
views of what is essential in the school 
curriculum than they do. 

Fremont School officials in rural Mun- 
delein ran into a hornet's nest of opposition 
from parents opposed to a plan for a user fee 
concept to keep the band program 
operational. Officials of Grass Lake School in 
rural Antioch modified proposed plans to 
eliminate the hot lunch program and cut 
back on music, art instruction and remedial 



reading when parents protested. The school 
board decided to place a referendum on the 
November ballot calling for a tax increase. 

What else could they do? 

When purse strings are stretched, public 
schools ought to have the same option that 
parochial schools have always had and that 
is providing for non-academic extras with 
the "cafeteria" system or user fee approach. 
Select what you want and pay for what you 
select. The user fee system would ease a lot 
of pressures on school officials and it 
wouldn't hurt education one iota.

Boaters can feel safer because of a 
dedicated group of men and women keeping 
constant vigil on 64,000 square acres of water 
through the Sheriffs Marine Unit of the 
Chain *G Lakes. 

Heading up that vital unit is the personable 
and efficient former police chief of Fox Lake, 
Robert P. Trinski, Jr. 

Trinski, a veteran lawman, was lured from 
a second rctirment to take on the challenging 
duties of chief. 

Mere distance alone spanned by the 
marine unit boggles the mind. A 40-person 
squad fans out over 268 miles of shoreline 
facing 25-30,000 boats on a busy weekend. 

Seven boats take the men on patrol and 
women operate radios to stretch the unit's 
range and effectiveness even more. 

Two squad cars are also assigned to the 
unit to assist from land, Trinski said, in 
addition to a small John boat and trailer that 
can be used for smaller lakes such as Long 
and Loon Lake. 

In Fox Lake, the unit is based off Riverside 
Island Drive at docks and in radio-equipped 
offices. 

"We handle all phone calls and monitor all 
radios," Trinski said, noting the channel 16 
marine band and channel nine CB band. 

The unit also monitors all county 
frequencies, as well as fire calls, he added. 

Law officers serving the unit are a special 
breed, with not only police experience, but 
also training in boat handling and CPR. 

Catching suspects can be especially 
dangerous. "It's tough," Trinski said, noting 
that "if a drunk resists, chances are you'll 
end up in the water."' 

Officers have to cuff the suspect and put a 
life jacket on him, as well. 

Lake County Sheriff- Mickey Babcock has 
directed the unit to crack down on drunken 
boat drivers, Trinski said. 

Most frequent calls to the unit include no 
wake violations, reckless boat operation and 
drunken driving. 

Trinski said that by law, boaters are 
responsible for the wakes they cause, and 
wakes can inflict damage to property and 
lives. 

He added that a 25 mph nightly speed limit 
is in effect on all lakes in the chain and three 
radar guns have been purchased to clock 
boats at night. 

Two boats of the unit, a 28 and 35-footer, 
are moored on Lake Michigan in Waukegan, 
and Lt. Gardner is in charge of those vessels. 
Rest of the boat are docked at the Fox Lake 
office, including a new 23-footer made by 
Monarch and added to the fleet along with 



the 23-foot Lady Cop received from the 
Village of Fox Lake in trade for a smaller 
boat. 

Three, 19-footers also work from the Fox 
Lake base, Trinski said. 

The marine patrol itself has been in action 
for at least 25 years, he noted, and the local 
office has been at present site for at least two 
years., 

Officers patrol in pairs, running as many 
as five boats at a time. Patrols include 
checks of businesses and all boat moorings 
on the water, Trinski said, adding, "We will 
watch out for them and lake care of them." 

Besides patrols, officers back up any land 
calls involving the water, especially if the 
location is more accessible by water. 

Officers have made an arrest in a case 
involving items stolen from a boat. 

Besides patrols and calls, the unit offers 
untold hours of public service. It checks 
boats for safety equipment, for example, and 
is on hand for public water functions. 

But overall, it helps keep the waters safe 
for everyone enjoying the long Chain 'O 
Lakes stretching from the Wisconsin state 
line to Algonquin, 111. 

Citations are up this year, showing that the 
unit is hard at work. "We don't want the 
Chain 'O Lakes to have a reputation as a bad 
place to boat," Trinski said. 

Asked .about the speed of his boats, he 
noted, "Our boats aren't the fastest, but we 
do have radios that are very helpful in ap- 
prehending suspects." 

Radios can, contact other police depart- 
ments, state police or the McHenry County 
Sheriff's Office. 

The Lady Cop was also designed to break 
ice and has helped rescue a boy who fell 
through ice-covered water. 

Boats are equipped with electronic sirens, 
floodlights and lifejackets. Officers would 
also aid a capsized boat, but would call on 
fire department rescue squads if diving is 
needed. 

Babcock: has strongly supported the unit, 
adding the new boat and approving use of 
surveillance to nab reckless boaters. 

Asked if modern-day boats are being made 
safer, Trinski said they are because of 
government rules and manufacturer's ac- 
tion. But he added that boats are also being 
made much faster. 

The unit's fleet is maintained 
mechanically by local marinas while public 
serivce workers, those paying out a fine with 
labor, keep up the appearance. 

Trinski, a native Chtcagoan, retired in 1979 
from the Chicago Police Dept. after a long 
and noted career. In 1955 and '56, he was 



famed as the most outstanding Chicago 
policeman. 

His law enforcement roles have gone from 
motorcycle patrolman, to sergeant in charge 
of gambling and vice over 864 square miles, 
to robbery detective and squad commander, 
to state investigator of major crimes to the 
bomb and arson squad. 

"I like a lot of action," Trinski said, adding 



that becoming a policemen was a boyhood 
ambition. 

In 1978, he became chief of the Fox Lake 
Police Dept. and after six years retired. 
Babcock then offered him the chief's job of 
the marine unit. 

Besides his present job, he also owns a 
marina and a 35-vehcile, nationwide trucking 
business in Fox Lake.

To start with, the name of the Liberty ville 
restaurant, The Hidden Cove, might seem 
misleading since there is no cove, nary a 
body of water, off of Milwaukee Ave.

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Sewer Question Brings County To Crossroads

The Village of Lake Villa is 
raising its voice against the 
county. Lake Villa wants to 
come on line into the Nor- 
thwest Regional Sanitary 
System. It also wants to ex- 
pand and improve its own 
local plant. 

The county is not ac- 
cepting that. Officials insist 
that to connect into the 
regional system, which 



villages in the mid-1970's, it 
was stipulated that once a 
village came on line, it must 
abandon its local plant. 

Lake Villa officials also 
complain that they need 
capacity to support their 
developments and the Nor- 
thwest System is at 
capacity, thus unable to han- 
dle all of Lake Villa's needs. 
This, too, is true. But Lake 
Villa (and Antioch for that 
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already serves Fox Lake and 
the Round Lake area. Lake 
Villa must put its local plant 
on the course of extinction. 
Lake Villa is crying foul. 

While Lake Villa's protests 
seem reasonable at first 
blush, there is more than 
meets the eye to this issue. 
Originally, converting to 
regional sewer systems was 
an initiative by the federal 
government as a pollution 
control measure. Package 
plants that sent effluent into 
standing bodies of water 
such as takes were causing 
pollution. 

As long-time county 
residents will remember, at 
the time the regional system 
went on line, many lakes 
were in serious trouble, in- 
cluding Long Lake. Third 
Lake and Deep Lake. Even 
the harshest critics of the 
regional system concede 
.that it has been successful in 
alleviating pollution. But in 
order for that to be suc- 
cessful, the local plants must 
continue to close. That is 
why, in the original con- 
tracts signed with the 



matter) have had the ab- 
solute right, guaranteed by 
contract, to hook into the 
system at any time since its 
creation. Nothing stopped 
Lake Villa from hooking in 
six years ago except its own 
reticence. In fact, both Lake 
Villa and Antioch were 
originally scheduled to come 
on line before the Round 
Lake area. Both com- 
munities chose not to. 

Now, Round Lake and Fox 
Lake area officials are 
wrestling with the knotty 
problem of how to expand 
the capacity of the Nor- 
thwest Plant, operated in 
Fox Lake, to meet the 
demands of community 
growth. It currently has a 
capacity of six million 
gallons per day (gpd). Plans 
for expansion will increase 
that capacity to 12 million 
gpd within 10 years. 

Before going further, I 
must note that I am a trustee 
of the Round Lake Sanitary 
Dist. and a non-voting mem- 
ber of the Northwest 
Regional Advisory Com-

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mittee, which oversees the 
regional system. So, in this 
case, I am something less 
than a disinterested ob- 
server, 

But on with it. Every com- 
munity that has gone on line 
into the regional system, 
save perhaps Fox Lake, has 
initially fought it. The reason 
is that, under the county's 
contracts, the county and 
Fox Lake actually control 
the Northwest Regional 
System. Whoever controls 
sewer or water can control 
how much and whether a 
community can grow. With 
no sewer service, there can 
be not a stick of develop- 
ment, particularly com- 
mercial development, 

The planned expansion of 
the plant will cost $24 
million. While officials are 
working to obtain money 
from state and federal sour- 
ces to help finance the 
project, there is no question 
that it must be done. All 
commercial projects in the 
communities served by the 
Northwest Region are con- 
tingent upon the expansion 
of the plant. If the plant were 
not expanded, no com- 
mercial development could 
go forward. The plans for 
economic development in 
west Lake County would be 
devastated. 

Meantime, in the last year 
and a half, users of the Nor- 
thwest Region have been 
charged a little over $200,000 
more than the cost of 
operating the plant and fun- 
ding the reserves. This is 
local money that the county 
has. West Lake County of- 
ficials have informally 
requested that the over- 
charge be returned to the 
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region to fund the initial 
engineering. 

Thus far, the response has 
been disappointing. Dist. 4 
Rep. Norm Geary has said 
publicly that he supports 
giving the money back to the 
region immediately through 
an emergency ap- 
propriation. Dist. 4 Rep. and 
County Board Chairman 
James Fields, however, 
prefers to release only 
$150,000 of the money and 
would wait until Dec. 1, the 
new budget year, to do it. 



That is the rub. And it 
could have far-reaching 
political implications. West 
Lake County officials arc 
determined that, come what 
may, the plant expansion 
will go forward. The only 
question is who will pay for it 
and which county and state 
officials will help get fun- 
ding. 

Officials are quietly, but 
closely, scrutinizing what 
every county and state of- 
ficial does to help. Those who 
do nothing will find, perhaps 



for the first time, a united 
West Lake County, which 
will vote to help those of- 
ficials who. helped take care 
of this need. 

As for Lake Villa, even 
were the county willing to 
allow it to connect into the 
Northwest System and ex- 
pand its local plant, the 
federal government would 
not permit it. The real battle 
is to get the regional plant 
expanded with the minimum 
financial impact upon local 
users.

Ballot positions for all candidates who 
present their petitions for filing at 8 a.m. on 
the first day for filing shall be determined by 
lot at a public drawing, and ballot positions 
for all other candidates shall be in the order 
in which their petitions are filed. 

Three seats oh the seven-member board of 
education will be filled at the Nov. 3 election. 
The seats are for four-year terms. The three 
seats are currently held by President Robert 
Lindblad, and board members Frank W. 
Walsh, Jr. and Michael P. Zeien. 

To be eligible to serve, a school board 
member must be, on the date of election, a 
citizen of the United States, at least 18 years 
old. a resident of the State of Illinois and the 



schodl district for at least one year im- 
mediately preceding the election, and a 
registered voter. 

Elections arc nonpartisan and board can- 
didates are not required to indicate a 
political party affiliation. Candidates should 
be aware of financial conflict-of-interest 
limitations set forth in the school code. 

Nominating papers may be filed by the 
candidate in person, by mail or by an agent. 
They consist of the following: 

1. Nominating petitions signed by at least 
50 voters residing within the district, 
Petitions must be securely bound together 
with pages numbered consecutively, and the 
signature of the petition circulator must be 
notarized. 

2. Statement of candidacy, which includes 
a request that the candidate's name be 
placed on the official ballot, the address of 
the candidate, the office sought, and a 
statement that the candidate is qualified for 
the office and has filed (or will file before the 
close of the petition filing period) a 
statement of economic interests as required 
by the Illinois Governmental Ethics Act. 

3. A receipt from the county clerk showing 
that the candidate has filed the statement of 
economic interests as noted above.

Acquistion of a new CAT 
scanner in the radiology 
department at Saint Therese 
Medical Center makes 
advanced diagnostic 
imaging available to Lake 
County residents. 

"The Toshiba 600 S 
scanner is state-of-the-art in 
the field of computerized 
axial tomograhy (CT)," said 
Sister Vernonica Marie 
Mikkelsan, S.Sp.S., director 
of radiology. 

"It will enable the 
radiology department to 
produce images of the body 
with higher resolution and in 
a shorter period of time." 

A CT scanner is basically 
an x-ray machine. During a 
scan, the patient lies on a 
table which slowly passes 
through a donut-shaped 
imager. 

The imager emits x-ray 
beams which pass directly 
through the patient and are 
then picked up by detectors 
on the other side. Detectors 
gather information on the 
number of beams that 



passed through at the 
various angles. Information 
is analyzed by a computer to 
form an image. 

The image can cither be 
stored on a floppy disc for 
future reference or be 
transferred onto film for 
viewing. The whole process 
takes approximately half an 
hour, and is painless. 

In the future, additional 
software will enable the CT 
scanner at Saint Therese 
Medical Center to perform 
osteoporosis examinations. 
During such exams, bones 
are analyzed for calcium 
deficiencies. 

Another addition planned 
for fall is a three- 
dimensional service. It will 
allow physicians to create a 
three-dimensional image of 
the body, which will be 
valuable for reconstruction 
as in the case of plastic 
surgery.

Applications For New 
Marina Now Being Taken 



The Illinois Dept. of 
Conservation will begin 
accepting applications for 
slips at the new North Point 
Marina on June 15, ac- 
cording to Gov. James 
Thompson. Applications for 
recreational and com- 
mercial slips will- be ac- 
cepted through the close of 
business on July 31, at which 
time a random number 
lottery will be held to award 
the slips to successful ap- 
plicants. 

The marina, which is » 
being built by the Dept. of 
Conservation, will be located 
on 160 lakefront acres in the 
north part of Illinois Beach 
State Park. When complete, 
the facility will be the 
largest recreational small- 
craft harbor on the Great 
Lakes. The 1,420 
recreational slips in the 
main harbor, plus 60 slips in 
the smaller commercial 
harbor for charter boats, is 
expected to help alleviate 
the growing need for 
recreational and com- 
mercial slips on Lake 
Michigan. 

Each application must be 
accompanied by a $200 
certified check, cashiers 
check or money order. The 
fee is non-refundable and 
will be applied against the 
first year's slip rental fees. 
If an applicant is not suc- 
cessful in the lottery, he will 
be notified and be placed on 
a waiting list as determined 
by the lottery. Again, the 
deposit is lield until the 
applicant receives a slip and 
the fee will be applied 
against the first year's slip 
rental fee. 

Slips will range in size in 
five foot increments from 30 
feet up to 60 feet. Boats 
requiring larger moorings 
can apply for end ties. 

North Point Marina will 
open, in part, in the spring of 
1989. 

The marina, a $36 million 
investment by the State of 
Illinois, will include an 
additional investment of 
more than $14 million in 
private development and 
become a year-round 
lakeside resort. Construction 
plans include a marine 
center complete with fuel 
dock, mobile lift, main- 
tenance and repair building, 
boat repair yard and dry 
boat storage facilities; a' 



high-quality restaurant and 
lounge; a yacht club; and a 
resort hotel and retail 
complex. 

The Dept. of Conservation . 
wil manage the marina 
basin and lease the 
recreational boat slips. DOC 
will also manage the com- 
mercial basin, which will 
include mooring' for com- 
mercial watercraft, 10 
launching ramps with 
holding docks, ac- 
comodations for transient 
boats and provisions for 
shore and breakwater 
fishing. 

In addition, the DOC will 
construct and manage a 
harbor administration 
center, restroom and shower 



facilities, more than 5,000 
feet of boardwalk 
promenade, a festival plaza 
area, hiking traits and picnic 
areas.

Township road district 
commissioners throughout 
the state plan to sym- 
bolically close more than 
71,000 miles of local roads 
Thursday, June 25, 

Purpose is the call at- 
tention to unfair distribution 
of state funds to more than 
1,400 Illinois townships and 
road districts. No traffic will 
actually be affected by the 
ceremonious closing. 

Township highway com- 
missioners are responsible 
for maintaining 53.5 % of the 
state's total road miles, but 
receive only five-cents from 
each motor fuel tax dollar. 

Counties are responsible 
for 16,600 mites and are paid 
5.5-cents to Cook County and 
six-cents to the other 101 
counties. 

Municipal governments 
receive 16-cents in MFT 
dollars to maintain 21 % of 
the state's total road miles. 

Additionally, counties and 



municipal governments 
receive state sales tax 
money and share one-twelfth 
of the state income tax. Only 
revenue most townships 
receive is from local real 
estate taxes. 

One of the state's nearly 
12,000 township bridges will 
also be closed that day as 
part of the protest demon- 
stration. 

The bridge closing will 
take place on the Lanesville 
Twp. road, 1000 East and 
2875 North, on the Christian- 
Sangamon County Line near 
Springfield. 

This statewide effort is not 
necessarily a statement of 
support for any tax increase. 
It does represent the town- 
ships' need for a fair share of 
added revenue.

ORDINANCE 17-01.24 
AN ORDINANCE REGULATING THE USE OP PUBLIC AND PRIVATE SEWERS AND 
DRAINS, PRIVATE SEWAGE DISPOSAL, THE INSTALLATION AND CONNECTION OF 
BUILDING SEWER. AND THE DISCHARGE OP WATERS AND WASTES INTO THE PUBLIC 
SEWAGE SYSTEM OP THE VILLAGE OP ROUND LAKE BEACH IN THE STATE OP 
ILLINOIS. 

BE IT ORDAINED AND ENACTED BY THE VILLAGE BOARD OF ROUND LAKE, STATE OF 
ILLINOIS AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1: DEFINITIONS 

Unlets the context specifically indicate* otherwise, the meaning of terms usod tn this 
ordinance shall be as follows: 

(1) "Vlllage"-The Village of Round Lake Boach, a political subdivision of the State ol 
Illinois. 

(2) "Superintendent -ol Public Works or duly authorized representative ol the Village. 

(3) "Ordlnance"-Means this ordinance, 

(4) "Federal Acf-The Federal Water PollutlonControl Act {33 U.S.C. 1251 et seq) as 
amended by the Federal Water Pollution Control of Amendments of 1972 (Public law 92- 
500 and Public Law 93-2-43) an the Clean Woter Act of 1 977 (Public Law 95-21 7). 

(5) "State Acf-Tho Illinois Environmental Protection Act effective July 1, 1970 (Illinois 
Revised Statutes, Chapter 111 %, Section 1001-1051). 

(6) "Person"-Any and all persons, natural and artificial Including any individual, firm, 
company, public or private corporation, association, society, institution, enterprise, 
governmental agency of other entity. 

(7) "ShaH"-meons mandatory; "May") means permissive. 

(8) "BOD"- Biochemical oxygen demand which is defined at the quantity of oxygen 
usod in the biochemical oxidation of organic matter In five (5) days as 20 degrees C. 
determined by standard laboratory test procedures and expressed In mg/l. 

(9) "Building Draln"-The port of the lowest piping of a drainage system which roceives 
the discharge from soli, waste, and other drainage pipes Inside the waits of a building 
and conveys it to the building sewer or olher approved point of discharge, beginning 
five (5) feet (1.4 meters) outside the inner face of the building wall. 

(10) "Building Sewer"-The extension from the building drain to the public sewer or 
other place of disposal. 

(11) "Control Manhole"-A structure specifically designed and constructed for sampling 
and metering Industrial wastes discharged to a public sewer. 

(12) "Easement"- An acquired legal right for the specific use of land owned by others. 

(13) "Garbago"-Solid wastes from the domestic and commercial preparation, cooking, 
and dispensing of food, and from the handling, storage and sale of produce. 

(14) "Properly Shredded Garbage "Garbage that has been shredded to such a degree 
that alt particles will be carried freely under the How conditions normally prevailing in 
public sowers, with no particle greater than one-half ('/>) Inch (1.27 centimeters) In any 
dimension. 

(15) "Industrial User" 

(a) For the purpose of industrial cost recovery, any nongovernmental, nonresidential 
user of publicly owned sewerage works which discharges more than the equivalent of 
25.000 gallons per day (gpd) of sanitary wastes and which is identified in the Standard 
Industrial Classification Manual, 1972, Office of Management and Budget, as amended 
and supplemented, under one of the following divisions: 
Division A- Agriculture, Forestry, and Fishing 
Division B-Mlning 
Division D-ManuTocturing 

Division E ■Transportation , Communications, Electric, Gas and Sanitary Services 
Division (-Services 

In determining the amount of a user's discharge for purposes of industrial cost 
recovery, the Village will exclude domestic wastes or discharges from sanitary con- 
veniences. After applying the sanitary waste exclusion of this paragraph, discharges in 
the above divisions that nave a volume exceeding 25,000 gpd or the weight of BOD or 
suspended solids equivalent to that weight found in 25,000 gpd of sanitary waste are 
considered Industrial users. Sanitary wastes, far purposes of this calculation of 
equivalency, are wastes containing 0.17 pounds of BOD and 0.20 pounds of suspended 
solids per 100 gallons of wastewater per day. 

(b) Any nongovernmental user of a publicly owned treatment works which discharges 
wastewater to the treatment works which contolns toxic pollutants or poisonous solids, 
liquids, or gases in sufficient quantity either singly or by interaction with other wastes, 
to contaminate the sludge of any municipal systems or to injure or to interfere with any 
sewage treatment process, or which constitutes a hazard to humans or animals, creates 
a public nuisance, or creates any hazard in or has an adverse affect on the waters 
receiving any discharge from the treatment works. 

(c) For the purpose of user charges, industrial users shall Include manufacturing 
activities involving the mechanical or chemical transformation of materials or sub- 
stances into other products. These activities occur in establishments usually described 
as plants, factories, or mills, and characteristically use power driven machines and 
material handling equipment. 

(16) "Industrial Waste "-The wastewater discharged, permitted to flow, or escaping 
from ony industrial, manufacturing, commercial or business establishment or process, 
or from the development, recovery of processing of any natural recovery or processing 
of any natural resource as distinct from employees' waste or wastewater from sanitary 
conveniences. 

(17) "Major Contributing Industry "-An industrial user that has a flow of 50,000 gallons 
or more per average work day, or has a flow greater than ten percent of the flow 
carried by the sewerage works receiving the waste, or has In its waste a toxic pollutant 
in toxic amounts as defined in standards Issued under Section 307 (a) of the Federal Act, 
or is found by the permit issuance authority, in connection with the Issuance of the NP- 
DES permit to the publicly owned treatment works receiving the waste, to have 
significant impact, either singly or In combination with other contributing industries, on 
that treatment works on upon the quality of effluent from the treatment works. 

(18) "mg/r-Means milligrams per liter. 

(19) "Natural Outlet "-Any outlet into a watercourse, pond, ditch, lake or other body of 
surface water. 

(20) "NPDES Permif-means any permit or equivalent document to regulate the 
discharge of pollutants pursuant to Section 402 of the Federal Act. 

(21) "pH"-The logarithm (base 10) of the reciprocal of the hydrogen-Ion concentration 
expressed in gram molecular weight (moles) per liter. 

(22) "Phosphorus"-The total concentration of orthophosphate, polyphosphates and 
rganic phosphorus compounds In wastewater, the quantity of which is determined by 
tandard laboratory test procedures and expressed In mg/l of elemental phosphorus. 

(23) "Population Equivalent"- A term used to evaluate the Impact of industrial or other 
Wastes on a treatment works or stream. One population equivalent Is 100 gallons of 
sewage per day, containing 0. 17 pounds of BOD and 0.20 pounds of suspended solids. 
§§(24) "Pretreatment"«The treatment of wastewaters from sources before discharge into 
the public sewer. t» 

'25) "Public Sewer"-A sewer in which all owners of abutting properties have equal 
Is of connection and use, and is operated, maintained and controlled by the Village 
ther public agencies. 

'6} "Residential, Commercial, or Non-industrial User"- Any user of the sewerage 
ks not classified as an industrial user or excluded as an industrial users. 
Vp- ',(27) "Residential Customer Equivalent"-A term used as a basis of billing for sewage 
^Collection and treatment service which is equivalent to single-family residential user 
, ijjgfith an average sewage load 2 '/> times that of a "Population Equivalent", 

(28) 'Sanitary Sewer "-A sewer that conveys sewage and polluted industrial wastes, 
d to which stormwoter, surface drainage, groundwater or unpolluted wastewater are 

ol intentionally admitted. ' 

(29) "Sewage"-A combination of wastewater from residential, commercial, industrial 
id institutional buildings together with such groundwater infiltration and surface 
oter Inflow that may be in the sewers, 

(30) "Sewage Treatment Plant"*An arrangement of devices, structures and processes 
for the treating and disposing of sewage. 

(31) "Sewerage System"- All facilities of the Village for collecting, pumping, treating 
and disposing ot sewage and industrial wastes. 

(32) "Slug"-Any discharge of sewage, industrial waste or other wastewater which in 
concentration of any given constituent or in quantity of flow exceeds, for any period of 
duration longer than fifteen (15) minutes, more than five (5) times and average twenty* 
four (24) hour concentration or quantity during normal operating conditions. 

(33) "Storm Sewer" or "Storm Droin"-A sewer that conveys stormwater runoff and 
surface water drainage, but excludes sewage and polluted industrial wastes." 

(34) "Stormwater Runoff "-That portion of preciptation which Is not absorbed Into the 
ground and which Is drained from the ground surface to o natural outlet or watercourse. 

(35) "Suspended Sollds"*So11ds that either float on the surface of, or are In suspension 
tn water, sewage, Industrial wastes, or other wastewater; the quantity of which Is 
determined by standard laboratory filtering test procedures and referred to as non- 
filterable residue and expressed in mg/l. 

(36) "Unpolluted Wostewater"-Wastewater that would not cause any violation of 
water quality standards af the Water Pollution Regulations of Illinois when discharged to 
a natural outlet or watercourse. ' 

(37) "Wastewater "-The wastewater from any domestic, commercial, Industrial and 
Institutional uses. , 

(38) "Wotercourse"-Any stream, creek; brook, branch, natural or artificial' 
depression, slough, gulch, ditch, reservoir, take, pond, or olher natural or manmade 
drainageway in or into which stormwater runoff and surface water drainage flow either 
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continuously or Intermittently. 

SECTION II: USE OF PUBLIC SEWERS REQUIRED 

(1) It shall be unlawful for ony person to place, deposit or permit to be deposited In 
any unsanitary manner on public or prlvato property within any area under the 
jurisdiction of the Village, any human or animal excrement, garbage or other ob- 
jectionable waste. 

(2) It shall be unlawful to discharge to any natural outlet or woter course within any 
area under the jurisdiction of the Village, ony sewage or other polluted waters, except 
where suitable treatment has been provided In accordance with subsequent provisions 
of this ordinance. 

(3) Except as hereinafter provided, and subject ol the provisions of article V of the 
County Board of Health Ordinance, It shall be unlawful to construct or maintain any 
privy, privy vault, septic tonk, cesspool, or other facility intended or used for the 
disposal of sewage. 

(4) The owner of all houses, buildings, or properties used for human occupancy, 
employment, recreation, or other purposes situated within the county and abutting on 
any street, alloy or right-of-way In which there Is now located or may in the future be 
locale any public sanitary sewer of the Village, is hereby required at his expense to 
install suitable toilet facilities therein, and to connect such facilities directly with the 
public sanitary sewer in accordance with the provisions of this ordinance, within ninety 
(90) days after date of official notice to do so, provided that said sewer is within 300 feet 
of the property line. 

SECTION 3: PRIVATE SEWAGE DISPOSAL 

(1) Where a public sanitary sewer is not available under the Section II (4), the building 
sewer shall be connected to a private sewage disposal system complying with the 
provisions of this Section. 

(2) Before commencement of construction of a private sewage disposal system, the 
owner shall first obtain a written permit signed by Hoatth Officer. The application for 
such permit shall be made on a form furnished by the County Health Department which 
the applicant shall supplement by any plans, specifications and other information as are 
deemed necessary by the Health Officer. A permit and inspection fee as required shall 
be paid ot the time the application Is filed. 

(3) A permit for a private sewage disposal system shall not become effective until the 
installation is completed to the satisfaction of the Health Officer. He shall be allowed to 
inspect the work at any stage of construction and, in any event, the applicant for the 

Eermit shall notify the Health Officer when the work is ready for final inspection, and 
efore any underground portions are covered. The Inspection shall be made within 48 
hours of the receipt of written notice by the Health Officer. 

(4) The type, capacities, location, and layout of a private sewage disposal system 
shall comply with all recommendations of the County Board Health Ordinance. No septic 
tank or cesspool shall be permitted to discharge to any natural outlet or watercourse, 

(5) The owner shall operate and mointain the private sewage disposal facilities in a 
sanitary manner at all times, and at no expense to the Village. 

(6) At such times as a public sanitary sewer becomes available to a property served by 
a private sewage disposal system, as provided in Section II (4), the building sewer shall 
be connected to said sewer within ninety (90) days and the private sewage disposal 
system shall be cleaned of sludge and filled with sand or gravel. 

(7) No statement contained in Ihis Section shall be construed to interfere with any 
additional requirements that may be imposed by the building or zoning authority having 
jurisdiction over said property. 

SECTION IV: BUILDING SEWERS AND CONNECTIONS 

(1) No unauthorized person shall uncover, make any connections with, or opening 
into, use, alter, or disturb any public sewer or appurtenance thereof without first ob- 
taining a written permit from the Superintendent. 

(2) It shall be unlawful to discharge wastewater to any public sanitary sewer except 
those wastewaters in compliance with standards promulgated pursuant to the Federal 
Act, the State Act, or any rules, regulations, ordinances or standards of the Village. 

(3) The owner of a building or his agent shall make application for permit on a special 
form furnished by Ihe Village, The permit application shall be supplemented by ony 
plans, specifications, or other information considered pertinent in the judgment of the 
Superintendent. An industry, as a condition of permit authorization, must provided 
information describing its wastewater constituents, characteristics, and type of activity. 

(4) A building sewer permit will only be issued and a sewer connection shall only be 
allowed if it can be demonstrated that ihe downstream sewer system, including sewers, 
pump stations and wastewater treatment facilities, have sufficient reserve capacity to 
adequately and efficiently handle the additional anticipated waste lood. 

(5) All costs and expense incident to the installation and connection of the building 
sewer shall be borne by the owner. The person installing the building sewer for said 
owner shall be a plumber or sewer contractor and he shall indemnify the Village from 
any loss or damage that may directly or indirectly be occasioned by said installation. 

(6) A separate and independent building sewer shall be provided for every building; 
except where one building stands at the rear of another on on interior lot and no private 
sewor is available or can be constructed to the rear building through an adjoining alley, 
court, yard, or driveway, the building sewer from the front building may be extended to 
the rear building and the whole considered as one building sewer. 

(7) Old building sewers may be used in connection with new building only when they 
ore found on examination and test by the Superintendent to meet all requirements of 
this ordinance. 

(8) Building sewers shall be constructed in accordance with Village standords. 

(9) Whenever possible, the building sewer shall be brought to the building at an 
elevation below the basement floor. In all buildings in which any building drain is too 
low to permit gravity flow to the public sewer, sanitary sewage carried by such building 
drain shall be lifted by means which Is approved in accordance with Section IV (2), and 
discharged to the building sewer. 

(10) No person(s) shall make connection of roof downspouts, exterior foundation 
drains, areaway drains, or other sources of surface runoff or groundwater to a building 
sewer or building drain which in turn Is connected directly or indirectly to a public 
sanitary sewer:* 

SECTION V: USE OF THE PUBLIC SEWERS 

(1) No person shall discharge, or cause to be discharged, any stormwater, surface 
water, groundwater, roof runoff, subsurface drainage, uncontaminated cooling woter, 
or unpolluted industrial process waters to any public sanitary sewer. 

(2) Stormwoter and all other unpolluted drainage shall be discharged to storm sewers 
or'to a natural outlet approved by Ihe Superintendent. Industrial cooling water or 
unpolluted process waters may be discharged upon approval of the Superintendent, to a 

/ storm sewer or natural outlet. 

(3) No person shall discharge or cause to be discharged to a public sanitary sewer the 
following described substances, materials, waters, or wastes if it appears likely in the 
opinion of the Superintendent that such waters or wastes can harm either the sewers, 
sewage treatment process, or equipment; have an adverse effect on the receiving 
stream; or can otherwise endanger life, limb, public property, or constitute a nuisance. 
In forming his opinion as to the acceptability of these wastes, the Superintendent will 
give consideration to such factors as the quantities of such waters of waste in relation to 
flows and velocities In the sewers, materials or construction of the sewers, nature of the 
sewage treatment process, capacity of Ihe sewage treatment plant, and maximum 
limits established by regulatory agencies. The substance prohibited are: 

(a) Any gasoline, benzene, naptha, fuel oil, or other flammoble or explosive liquid, 
solid, or gas. 

(b) Any waters or wastes containing toxic or poisonous solids, liquids, or gases in 
sufficient quantity, either singly or by interaction with other wastes, to injure or in- 
terfere with any sewage treatment process, constitute a hazard to humans or animals, 
create a public nuisance, or create any hazard in the receiving waters of the sewage 
treatment plant. 

(c) Any waters or wastes having a pH lower than 5.5 or highter thon 9.5, or having any 
other corrosive property capable ol causing damage or hazard to structures, equipment, 
and personnel of the sewerage works. 

(dj Solid or viscous substance in quantities or of such size capable of causing ob- 
struction to the flow in sewers, or other interference with the proper operation of the 
sewerage system such as, but not limited to, ashes, cinders, sand, mud, straw, 
shavings, metal, glass, rags, feathers, tar, plastics, woods, whole blood, paunch, 
manure, hair and fleshings, entrails and paper dishes, cups, and milk containers either 
whole or ground by garbage grinders. 

(e) Any liquid or vapor having a temperature higher than one hundred fifty degrees 
Fahrenheit (150). 

(f) Oils, whether emulsified or not, in excess of one hundred (100) mg/l or containing 
substances which may solidify or become viscous at temperatures between thirty-two 
(32) and one hundred fifty degrees Fahrenheit (1 50F), (0 and 65 C .). 

(g) Any garbage that has not been properly shredded. The installation and operation 
of any garbage grinder equipped with a motor of three-fourth [V* ) horsepower (0.76 hp 
metric) or greater shall be subject to the review and approval of the Superintendent. 

(h) Any waters or wastes containing strong acid, Iron pickling wastes, or concentrated 
plating solutions whether neutralized or not. 

(i) Any waters or wastes containing phenols or other taste order-producing sub- 
stances, in such concentrations exceeding limits which may be established by the 
Village as necessary after treatment of the composite sewage, to meet the 
requirements of the Slate, Federal or other public agencies of jurisdiction for such 
discharge to the receiving waters. 

(j) Any waters or wastes having a pH In excess of 9.5. 

(k) Any water or wastes containing substances exceeding the following maximum 
concentrations of pollutants:

(1) unusual concentrations of inert suspended solids (such as, but not limited to Fullers 
earth, lime slurries, and lime residues) or of dissolved solids (such as, but not limited to, 
sodium chloride and sodium sulfate); 

(2) excessive discoloration (such as but not limited to, dye wastes and vegetable 
tanning solutions); 

(3) unusual BOD, chemical oxygen demand, or chlorine requirements in such quan- 
tities as to constitute a significant load on the sewage treatment works; 

(4) unusual volume flow or concentrations of waters constituting "slugs" as defined 
herein, 

(p) Waters or wastes containing substances which are not amenable to treatment or 
reduction by the sewage treatment processes employed, or are amenable to treatment 
only to such degree that the wastewater treatment plant effluent cannot meet the 
requirements of agencies having jurisdiction over discharge to the receiving waters. 

(4) If any water or wastes are discharged, or are proposed to be discharged to the 
public sanitary sewers, which waters contoin the substances or possess the charac- 
teristics enumerated in Section V, (3), and/or which are in violation of the standards for 
pretreatment provided in Chapter 1, EPA Rules and Regulations, Subchapter D, Water 
Programs. Part 403- "General Pretreatment Regulations tor Existing and New Sources of 
Pollution" published in Federal Register Volume 43, No. 123, Monday, June 26, 1978, 
and any amendments thereto, and which in the judgment of the Village may have a 
deleterious effect upon the sewage works, processes, equipment, or receiving waters, 
or which otherwise create a hazard to life or constitute a public nuisance, the 
Superintendent may reject the wastes; require pretreatment to an acceptable condition 
for discharge to the public sanitary sewer; require control over the quantities and rates 
of discharge; and/or require payment to cover the added costs of handling and treating 
the wostes not covered by existing sewer charges. If the Superintendent permits the 
pretreatment or equalization of wastewater flows, the design and installation of the 
plants and equipment shall be subject to the review and approval of the Superintendent 
and subject to the requirements of all applicable codes, ordinances, and laws. 

(5) Grease, oil, ond sand interceptors shall be provided when, in the opinion of the 
Superintendent, they are necessary for the proper handling of liquid wastes containing 
grease in excessive amounts, or any flammable wastes, sand, or other harmful 
ingredients; except that such interceptors shall not be required for private living 
quarters or dwelling units. All interceptors shall be of a type ond capacity approved by 
the Superintendent, ond shall be located as to be readily and easily accessible for 
cleaning and inspection. 

(6) Where pretreatment of flow-equolizing facilities are provided, they shall be 
maintained continuously in satisfactory and effective operation by the owner at his 
expense. 

(7) Each industry shall be required to install a control manhole ond, when required by 
the County, the owner of any property serviced by a building sewer carrying Industrial 
wastes shall install a suitable control manhole together with such necessary meters and 
other appurtenances in the building sewer to facilitate observation, sampling, and 
measurement of the wastes. Such manhole, when required, shall be accessible and 
safety located, and shall be constructed in accordance with plans approved by the 
Village. The manhole shall be installed by owner at his expense, and shall be main- 
tained by him so as to be safe and accessible at all times. 

(8) The owner of any property serviced by a building sewer carrying industrial wastes 
shall privde laboratory measurements, tests, and analyses of waters and waste to 
demonstrate compliance with this ordinance and any special conditions for discharge 
established by the Village or regulatory agencies having jurisdiction over the discharge. 
The number, type, and frequency of laboratory analysis to be performed by the owner 
shall be as stipulated by the Village, but no less than once per year the industry must 
supply a complete analysis af the constituents of the wastewater discharge to assure 
that compliance with the Federal. State, and local stondards are being met. The owner 
shall be the expense of all measurements, analyses, and reporting required by the 
Village. At such times as deemed necessary, the Village reserves the right to take 
measurements and samples for anolysis. 

(9) All measurements, tests, and analyses of the characteristics of waters and wastes 
to which reference is made in this ordinance shall be determined in accordance with the 
lates edition of "Standard Methods of the Examination for Water and Wastewater:," 
published by the American Public Health Association and "USEPA Guidelines 
Establishing Test Procedures for Analysis ol Pollutants" pursuant to 40 CFR Part 136 and 
shall be determined at the control manhole, provided or upon suitable samples taken at 
said control manhole. In the event that no special manhole has been required, the 
control manhole shall be considered to be the nearest downstream manhole in the 
public sewer to the point at which the building sewer is connected. Sampling shall be 
carried out by customary accepted methods to reflect the effect of constituents upon the 
sewerage works and to determine the existence of hazards to life, limb, ond property. 
(The particular analyses involved will determine whether a twenty four (24) hour 
composite sample or whether a grad sample or samples should be taken. Normally, but 
not always, BOD and suspended solids analyses are obtained from 24-hour composite 
samples, whereas pH's are determined from periodic grab samples). 

(10) No statement contained in this Section shall be construed as preventing any 
special agreement or arrangement between the Village and any industrial concern 
whereby an industrial woste or unusual strength or character may be accepted by the 
Village for treatment, subject to payment therefore by the industrial concern, provided 
such payments are in accordance with the applicable ordinance governing Sewer User 
Service Charges. 

SECTION VI: PROTECTION OF SEWER SYSTEM FROM DAMAGE 

(1) No unauthorized person shall maliciously, willfully, or negligently break, damage, 
destroy, or tamper with any structure system. Any person violating this provision shall 
be subject to immediate arrest under charge of disorderly conduct and damaging public 
property, 

SECTION VII: POWERS AND AUTHORITY OF INSPECTORS 

(1) The Village and other duly authorized employees of the Village, the Illinois En- 
vironmental Protection Agency, and the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency, bearing 
proper credentials and identification, shall be permitted to enter all properties for the 
purposes of inspection, observation, measurement, sampling, and testing in accordance 
with the provisions of this ordinance. The Village or its representative shall hove no 
authority to inquire into any processes, including metallurigical, chemical, oil refining, 
ceramic, paper, or other industries beyond that point having a direct bearing on the kind 
and source of discharge to the sewers or waterway or facilities for waste treatment. 

(2) While performing the necessary work on private properties referred to In Section 
VI, Hem (1) above, the Village, the Illinois Envlornmentai Protection Agency, and the 
U.S. Environmental Protection Agency shall observe all safety rules applicable to the 
premises established by the company and the company shall be held harmless for injury 
or death to the Village employees and the village shall. indemnify the company against 
loss or damage to its property by Village employees and against liability claims and 
demands for personal injury or property damage asserted against the company and 
growing out of the gauging and sampling operation, except as such may be caused by 

-negligence or failure of the company to maintain safe conditions as required in Section 
V, Item (9). 

(3) The Village and other duty authorized employees of the Village bearing property 
credentials and Identification shall be permitted to enter all private properties through 
which the Village holds a duly negotiated easement for the purposes of, but not limited 
to, Inspection, observation, measurement, sampling repair, and maintenance of any 
portion of the sewage works lying within said easement. All entry ond subsequent 
work, if any, on said easement, shall be done In full accordance with the terms of the 
duly negotiated easement pertaining to the private property Involved. 



SECTION VIII: PENALTIES |J( 

(I) Any person found to bo violating any provision of this ordinance except Section V 
shall be served by the village wilh written notice staling the nature ol the violation and 
providing a reasonable lime limit lor the satisfactory correction thereof. The offender 
shall, within the period of time stated In such nofico, permanently cease all violations. 

(2 Any person who shall continue any violation beyond the time limit provided for In 
Section VIII Item (1) shall be qullty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction thereof shall 
br/ined in the amount not exceeding ONE HUNDRED ($100.00) DOLLARS for each 
violation. Eoch day In which any such violation shall continue shall be deemed a 

separate offense. ' . ,', . „ ,, 

(3) Any person violating any of the provisions of this ordinance shall become liable to 

the Village for ony expense, loss, or damage suftalned by the Village by reason of such 

violation. 

SECTION IX: VALIDITY 

(1) All Ordinances or ports of Ordinances In conflict herewith are hereby repealed. 

(2) The invalidity of ony section, clause, sentence, or provision of this Ordinance shall 
not affect the validity of any other part of this Ordinance which can be given effect 
without such invalid part or parts, 

SECTION X: ORDINANCE IN FORCE ' 

(1) This ordinance shall be in full force and effect ten (10) days oiler its passage, 
approval, and publication as provided by law.

ORDINANCE I7-06-35 
AN ORDINANCE ESTABLISHING SEWER USER SERVICE 
CHARGES FOR USERS OF THE NORTHWEST LAKE 
COUNTY SEWERAGE SYSTEM IN THE VILLAGE OF 
ROUND LAKE BEACH, ILLINOIS 

BE IT ORDAINED AND ENACTED BY THE VILLAGE 
BOARD OF ROUND LAKE BEACH. STATE OF ILLINOIS AS 
FOLLOWS: 

SECTION I; SEWER USE SERVICE CHARGES 

(1) There are hereby established sewer user service 
charges for the use of and for the service supplied by the 
Northwest Lake County sewerage system which shall 
consist of a basic user charge far operation and main- 
tenance plus replacement, a debt service charge, and a 
surcharge if applicable. 

(a) Operation ond maintenance costs are normal 
recurring expenditures for operating ond maintaining the 
sewerage system including personnel salaries, electrical 
power, fuel, chemicols, materials, and supplies, contract 
services, and other incidental costs. 

(b) Replacement ^osts ore expenilures for purchasing 
and installing equipment, accessories, or appurtenances 
which are necessary during the useful life of the 
sewerage system* to maintain the capocity and per- 
formance for which such system was designed and 
constructed. The term "operation and maintenance" 
includes replacement. 

(c) Debt service costs are amounts necessary for 
payment of principal- and interest of outstanding bonds 
and to provided reserve and other funds required by Ihe 
bond ordinance applicable to the Northwest Lake County 
seworage system. 

(2) The basis user charge shall be based on Ihe water 
usage as recorded by approved water meters and/or 
sewoge meters for wastewater having normal con- 
centrations of 200 mg/l of BOD, ond 250 mg/l of 
suspended solids. 

(a) Metered usage shall be read lo the lowest even 
increment of 100 gallons. 

(b) Wherever required by the Village, sewoge metering 
devices shall be installed and maintained, at no expense 
to the Village, when the volume of wastewater 
discharged to the public sewer cannot be otherwise 
determined by use of water meters. 

(c) Metering devices shall not be removed without the 
consent of the Village unless sewer use service is can- 
celed. 

(d) All non-metered users connected to the Village 
water system shall be required to install water meters 
within a reasonable period of time, but in no event later 
than 8 years from dote hereof. All new connections to the 
Village water system shall be metered. 

. (3) The basic user charge shall be determined by the 
amount of revenue funds required to operate and 
maintain Ihe sewerage system and to provide a fund for 
the repair and/or replacement of component parts of said 
sewerage system for each fiscal year. 

(4) The debt service charge shall be determined by the 
amount of revenue funds required for the principal and 
Interest payments due for all outstanding bonds 
authorized and issued In connection with the Northwest 
Lake County sewerage .system for financing Im- 
provements to the sewerage system and to provide bond 
reserve and such other funds as required by bond or- 
dinances. 

(5) The sewer user service charges to be paid monthly, 
bl-monthty or quarterly by all metered sewer users within 
the Village limits shall be: 

(o) Sewage transmission and treatment service- A basic 
user charge of $5.75 per 50,000 gallons of metered water 
usage plus a debt service charge of $4.25 per 50,000 
gallons of metered water usage per residential customer 
equivalent. 

(b) Residential & Apartment unit sewage collection 
service- A basic user charge of $4.00 per 50.000 gallons of 
metered water usage. 

(c) Business Sewer Collection Servlce-A bask user 
charge of $4.00 per 10,000 gallons of metered water plus 
$0.5 per 1,000 gallons over 10,000 gallons. 

(6) The sewer user service charges to be paid monthly, 
bi-monthly or quarterly by all non-metered sewer users 
with a maximum wastewater discharge of 7.000 gallons 
per month within Ihe Village limits shall be: 

(a) Sewage transmission and treatment servlce-A boslc 
user charge of $5,75 plus a debt service charge of $4,25 
per month per residential customer equivalent. 

(b) Sewer Collection servlce-A basic user charge of 
$4.00 per month per residential equivalent. 

(7) Whenever the Village determines that a non- 
metered sewer user Is discharging more than 7,000 
gallons, per month, the Village may require such non- 
metered.sewer user to Install metering devices on the 
building wafer supply or building sewer to measure the 
volumeof wastewater discharges to the public sewer. 
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(8) A Iroatmoni sorvice surcharge shall be levied to all 
sewer users whoso wastewater exceeds the normal 
concentrations of 200 mg/l of BOD, and 250 mg/l of 
suspended solids, as determined by waste sampling 
which shall be performed as often as deemed necossary 
by the Village and shall be binding as the basis for 
computing the surcharge. The surcharge rates shall be as 
follows: 

(a) $.06 per pound of BOD in excess of 0.17 pounds per 
t00 gallons. 

(b) $.03 per pound of suspended solids in excess of 0.20 
pounds per 100 gallons. 

(c) $.29 per pound of phosphorus in excess of .01 
pounds per 100 gallons, 

(9) The adequacy of the sewer user service charges 
shall be reviewed annually, pursuant to 40 CFR 35.929-2 
(b), by the certified public accountants for the Village In 
their annual audit report. The service charges shall be 
revised periodically to reflect changes in debt service or 
in operation and maintenance costs Including 
replacement costs, 

(10) Sewer user sorvice charges shall be billed on a 
monthly, bi-monthly (two month) or quartorly basis to all 
sower users. If payment of the enliro amount of said bill 
lor sewer usor service charges is not received by the 
Village on or before the fifteenth (lSihJ day after the 
billing date, then a late penally of ten percent (10%) of 
the unpaid balance of the bill shall be added thereto and 
become duo and payable. 

(11) The owner of the promises, the occupant thereof, 
and the user of the sewar service shall be [ointly and 
severally liable to pay for the services as set forth herein. 

(12) In the event the sower user service charges, in- 
cluding any penalty then due, ore not paid within sixty 
(60) days after ihe dalo of billing, such charges and 
penalty shall bo deemed and are hereby declared to be 
delinquent, ond thereafter the Village shall file a 
statement of lien claim with Ihe County Recorder of 
Deeds. This statemant of lien claim shall include Ihe legal 
description of the property to which sewer sorvice was 
provided, the amount of Ihe unpaid sewer usor service 
charges and penalty, and a notice that the Village claims 
a lien for the staled amounl as well as for all sewer 
servico user charges and penalties, subsequent to the 
period for which the bill was rendered. Wherever ihe 
person whose sewer charges are delinquent is not the 
owner of the property to which sewer servico was 
provided by the Village, and Iho Village was previously 
received notico of this, notice of deliquency lien shall be 
mailed lo the owner' of tho property if his address is 
known by the Village. The failure of tho Village to record 
the lien with the County Recorder of Deeds, or to mail tho 
nolice of delinquency and Men to the owner of the receive 
such notice shall not affect the right of tho Village to 
foreclose the lien for unpaid bills as mentioned in the 
foregoing section. 

5ECTI0N II: ACCOUNTS 

(1) The Village shall establish a proper system of 
books, records, and accounts in which complete and 
correct entries shall be made of all transactions relative 
to the sewerage revenue funds, ond at regular annual 
intervals shall cause lo be mode an audit of the books to 
show Ihe receipts ond disbursements of said fund by the 
certified public accountants for the Village. 

(2) In addition to the customary operating statements, 
the annuol report shall also reflect ihe revenues and 
operating expenses of tho sewerage system including a 
replacement costs, lo indicate that sewer user service 
charges and industrial cost recovery charges do in fact 
comply with this ordinance. In this regard, the' financial 
information to be shown in the audit report shall include 
Ihe following: 

(a) Flow dota showing totol gallons of wastewater flow 
for the fiscal year. 

(b) Billing data to show total number of gaflons billed. 

(c) Debt service for the next succeeding fiscal year. 

(a) Number of users connected lo the sewerage 
system. 

(e) Number of non-mclerod users. 

(f) A list of users discharging industrial wastes and 
volume ol woste discharged. 

(3) Each user of the sewerage system shall be notified 
annually, in conjunction with a regular bill, of the rote 
and that portion of the user charges which are at- 
tributable to waste water treatment and sewer collection 
service. 

SECTION III: ACCESS TO RECORDS 

(1) The United Slated Environmental Protection Agency 
and the Illinois Environmental Protection Agency or its 
authorized representative sholl have access to ony 
books, documents, papers and records of the Village 
which ore applicable to the village system of user charges 
or industrial cost recovery for the purpose of making 
audits, examination, excerpts ond transcriptions hereof 
to insure compliance with the terms of the Special and 
General Conditions of the Federal and/or State Grant. 

SECTION IV: VALIDITY

SECTION I: That Section 10-1-1. entitled "Culverts In

parkway, with an automobile, truck, trailer or tractor, or 
ony other type of vehicle, shall contract Public Works to 
see if a culvert is needed. If a culvert is needed, said 
person, firm or corporation shall install initial culvert at 
their expense In said ditch or trench. Replacement 
culverts, as needed, will be constructed at Village ex- 
pense, A ditch-line shall be defined as: an imaginary line 
extending from one culvert opening to the next, where 
tho water would naturally flow. 

B. All persons, firms or corporations, whose property is 
now served by a roadway or driveway crossing over a 
ditch, in which no culvert now exists, shall be required to 
install a culvert where natural drainage is obstructed. 

C. Application for Permit: Prior to the construction or 
installation of any culvert, said person, firm or cor- 
poration, including owners of lots, sholl first make ap- 
plication lo the Building Official and obtain a permit for 
said construction. 

D. Materials: All culverts sholl be made of suitable 
metal material not less than a sixteen inch (16") gauge 
minimum, with the minimum diameter determined by the 
Public Works Department; but not less than twenty (20') 
foot in length nor more lhan thirty-five (35') feet in 
length, except in extenuating circumstances when the 
maximum length shall be determined by the Public Work 
Deportment. In addition, ail culverts lhat are connected 
or joined together shall hove connecting collars of a like 
material. 

E. Inspection: In all cases whore a culvert is now in 
existence and beforo any person, firm or corporation 
including owners of lots, shall do any of the following: 

1. Blacktop or otherwise improve said driveway or 
roadway with a permanent surface across, on or over any 
culvert: 

2. Remove an old culvert or driveway and replace with 
a new culvert or driveway: 

such person sholl notify and obtain o permit from the 
Building Official in order for the latter to inspect the 
condition of the culvert and/or roadway and set the 
grade of Iho ditch or new road surface. 

F. Penalty: Any person violating ony provision of this 
Section shall, upon conviction, be subject lo o fine of not 
less lhan Five Dollars ($5.00) nor more than Five Hundred 
Dollars ($500.00) for each olfense and shall, in addition, 
be responsible and pay for any and all necessary repairs 
and work to restore the ditch lines to insure proper 
drainage in said ditch lines. 

SECTION 2: All Ordinances, or parts of Ordinances, in 
conflict with this Amending Ordinance be and they are 
hereby repealed. 

SECTION 3: This Ordinance shall be in full force and 
effect from and after its passage, approvol and 
publication, as provided by law.

Retirees Face Varied Needs In Life 



by GARY S. MEYERS 

Retirees dominate a 
substantial portion of 
today's housing market, and 
often their needs are dif- 
ferent from those of younger 
home buyers. 

"As we grow older, many 
of us will find that we require 
special housing that helps us 
retain our independence for 
as long as possible so we can 
lead full lives during our 
golden years," said 
Lawrence I. Levy, president 
of the Institute of Real 
Estate Mangement in 
Chicago. 

The fastest-growing 
population segment in 
America is age 65 and older. 
The U.S. Census Bureau 
reported there were about 28 
million people age 65 and 
older in 1984. R predicts that 
number will increase 37.6 
percent by the year 2000 and 
another 83,2 percent between 
2000 and 2030. 

With so many people living 
longer, housing experts say 
they are preparing for an 
expanded "last home 
market" in the next decade 
or two. 

But experts say most 
retirees won't spend their so- 
called golden years break 
dancing like Don Ameche in 
"Cocoon." Retirees will face 
changing needs as they grow 
older, meaning that they will 
require different kinds of 
housing as they age. Here 
are the kinds of housing that 
many retirees will require in 
the two decades after 65 
years of age, experts say: 

Active retirement 
facilities. Between the ages 
of 65 and 70, many retirees 
may want a more relaxed 
lifestyle, without the worries 
of maintaining a big single- 
family home. 

Because these people 
generally are healthy, they 
want to reside in con- 
dominiums or rental 
developments that provide 
recreational facilities, such 
as golf courses and swim- 
ming pools, and social ac- 
tivities including speakers, 
book clubs, various classes, 
crafts and organized 
outings. 

Personal care facilities. 
Between the ages of 70 and 
75, there is a growing need 
for senior-citizen rental 
complexes and hotels that 
provide personal care. 
Monthly rents include three 
meals, cleaning services and 
a social program. A resident 
nurse is on hand to handle 
emergencies. 

Because women usually 
live longer than men, the 
wife may become a widow 
during this period. Some 60 
percent of those older than 65 
will be women, so there will 
be a rise in one-woman 
households. 

Life-care facilities. The 
rising number of "frail 
.elderly," ages 75 years and 
older, is expected to increase 
the need for facilities that 
provide health care if 
needed, as well as social and 
recreational activities. 



These "life care facilities" 
usually emphasize health 
care less than a nursing 
home would and put more 
stress on recreation. In these 
settings, the elderly may live 
in their own apartments or 
rooms. They meet people in 
their age groups and are 
driven to shopping centers, 
restaurants and theaters. 

If they become sick, 
there's a doctor at hand. If 
they become incapacitated, 
there arc skilled personnel to 
care for them the rest of 
their lives. They do not have 
to move to a nursing home. 

Today there are 600 life- 
care communities nation- 
wide. By the year 2000, 
retirement industry ob- 
servers say an additional 
6,000 will be built. 

Life care is expensive. 
There is usually an entry fee 
ranging from $40,000 to 
$120,000, and a monthly fee 
of $400 to $1,600. Some life- 
care communities offer a 
refund if a resident moves 
out or dies within a certain 
period of time. 

In 1980, only five percent of 
people older than 65 were 
institutionalized. This figure 
is expected to increase 2.5 
times between 1980 and 2030, 
This will create a demand 
for life-care communities. 

Nursing facilities. There 



are three types of long-term 
facilities that accept elderly 
residents who need ex- 
tensive care. 

The skilled nursing facility 
provides 24-hour service 
from a registered nurse, 
based on treatment 
prescribed by a patient's 



Put Off 
Paying 
Taxes 



Disabled persons aged 60 
and older could defer paying 
their property taxes under 
legislation sponsored by Sen. 
Adeline Geo-Karis (R-Zion) 
and approved this week by 
an Illinois Senate com- 
mittee. 

The measure (HB 226) 
would expand the state's 
existing property tax 
deferral plan, which is now 
limited to persons 65 and 
older who qualify for circuit 
breaker assistance because 
their annual household in- 
come is no higher than 
$14,000. 

"This bill would make it 
possible for disabled persons 
of limited means to remain 
in their homes, because they 
wouldn't have to struggle 
each year to come up with 
the money for their local 
property taxes," Sen. Geo- 
Karis explained. "Instead, 
the state would pay the taxes 
out of a special fund that is 
already set up. When these 
homeowners die or sell their 
property, the deferred taxes 
plus a reasonable six percent 
interest would come due and 
could be paid from the estate 
or the proceeds of the sale. 

"This is an excellent 
program because it can 
protect elderly people from 
losing their ho mes, and it 
ought to be extended to 
disabled senior citizens as 
well," she added.

Nursing homes also arc 
expensive. Fees can run 
several hundred to several 
thousand dollars a month. 
Medicare, Medicaid and 
private health insurance 
companies reimburse some, 
but not all, nursing home 
expenses.
